The  object  aopeareri  white  on  top 
and  red  on  the  bottom  side,  A green  light  appeared  to 
rotote  about  middle  part  of  the  object.  The  object  has 
appeared  three  straight  nights.  The  objects  disappeared 
instantaneously  to  the  north.

than  a day  or  two  later.  Your  cooperation  and  good  sense  w'ill  help  the  Air 
Force  investigate  these  sightings  in  a professional  manner.
